AN APPRECIATION 


Members and friends of the Beaux-Arts Institute of 
Design are deeply moved by the news of the untimely 
death on December 10th, of Will Rice Amon, Architect, 
of New York, a most valued fellow member and co- 
worker. 

Mr. Amon was graduated from Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology as Bachelor of Science in 1922, and Mas- 
ter of Arts 1923, and later won the Lebrun Traveling 
Fellowship. After a long and responsible association with 
Delano & Aldrich he opened his own office in 1929, and 
subsequently formed the partnership of Amon & Gries- 
haber.

AN EXPLORERS’ 


CLASS A PROBLEM I 


A new building is to be built for an Explorers’ Club in 
one of the large cities on the sea coast. The lot is on 
the west side of a fine residential street which runs north 
and south at a considerable elevation above the harbor 
and waterfront. The property is rectangular, having a 
street frontage of 120 feet and a depth to the rear lot line 
of 180 feet. This piece of property was chosen because, 
although bounded on both sides by the blank walls of 
apartment buildings, the street front faces a small park 
and the rear of the lot has a magnificent view of the city 
and the harbor beyond. At the rear lot line is a service 
drive at an elevation of 16 feet below the street level, 
affording service to the basement. It is possible to build 
a retaining wall making the rear of the Club lot avail- 


CLUB 
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able for gardens and terraces. To the west of the ser- 
vice drive the terrain slopes down at about 10 feet in 
every 100 feet, and is built up with relatively low resi- 
dential buildings, so that the view to the west is not 
interrupted. 

There are no limitations on the building except that it 
must provide adequate exhibition space for a small 
though important collection of bizarre trophies, and for 
a library. It is an interesting custom of the Club to pro- 
vide a distinctive banner which is carried by nearly 
every expedition of note to be placed at the goal of its 
trip. Duplicates of these banners are prominently dis- 
played in the Club.

REPORT OF THE JURY 


The Institute’s problems are stated as simply and clearly 


as possible, and in the manner of a client coming to his 
architect. The student is in the same position as the 


practising architect, in that he must understand and ap- 


preciate his client’s needs and tastes. 

In the case of the “Refreshment Stand” the client 
said quite simply that he wanted to sell orange and 
grapefruit juices at a roadside stand, that he wanted to 
provide accommodation for about thirty people and also 
have a small storage room and toilets. From this list 
we should assume that anyone selling fruit juices along 


the road was not making profits comparable to a muni- 


tions manufacturer, and would neither care nor be in a 
position to spend very much money on the structure. 
Secondly, although he was dealing in the sale of a rela- 
tively humble commodity, to sell this was a perfectly 
legitimate and respectful business and for the architect 
to treat it facetiously would be to commit an error. 
It was apparent from a review of the submissions that 
the authors of these drawings have much to learn re- 
garding an analysis of a client’s needs and tastes, for 
not only were some of the structures much too elaborate 
for their simple purpose, but the subject was burlesqued. 
No doubt the client came to the architect because he 
wanted something that would be economical in con- 
struction and maintenance and have a character above 
the usual roadside stand. I venture to say he could 
have thought up many, and better, ideas than the major- 
ity of those submitted. It takes no imagination what- 
soever to make the stand in the shape of a whole or 
half an orange or a fruit parfait, but it does take ability, 
such as an architect should be able to portray, to give 
character and distinction to a subject as humble as this. 
What were some of the factors ill-considered or not 
considered at all? There were, for example, curious 
types of construction, complex and costly. Too many 
designs depended on an uneconomical use of steel mem- 
bers to support tremendous cantilevers. Some glazed 
the entire structure which seemed rather unnecessary as 
well as costly. Few gave much attention to the parking 
and the manner in which the cars left the road and 


later got on it again, or scouted the possibility of having

the drinks brought to the car rather than have the cus- 
tomers pile out to get them. Many were decidedly vague 
in their indication of the relation of the stand to the 
highway, as if to avoid that part of the problem. Some 
submissions made the plan as complex as possible by 
splitting the service and having two separate counters, 
thus making control more difficult. Yet the chances are 
that with as limited a means as that described, two peo- 
ple should easily be able to handle the establishment. 

These were a few of the failures in plan. But even 
more distinguished were the failures in character. There 
are many ways of arresting attention, good and bad, but 
why choose the bad? The subject was not a gasoline 
station, not a hot dog stand or an amusement station in 
midway. It was a refreshment stand for dispensing 
orange juice and as such it should portray its function. 
Moreover, the exterior has a greater purpose than to 
arrest attention. It should not only attract but invite 
participation. An exterior that is no more than a car- 
toon may evoke a chuckle by the passerby, but unless it 
makes him want to stop to investigate further the design 
is worthless. 

Four mentions reproduced in this issue show that it 
was possible to have a design which was interesting as 
well as practical. 

The sketch submitted by R. L. Ackoff, University of 
Pennsylvania, has a simplicity in plan that is commend- 
able, and although its attention arrestor is not the result 
of great imagination it does terminate and punctuate the 
long line of the stand itself. This kind of a stand would 
be easy to handle for servicing. The foreground is so 
planned that cars can drive in and out conveniently. 

The jury was not particularly drawn to the glass and 
straw motif in the sketch submitted by R. A. Ibarguen of 
University of Pennsylvania, but was of the opinion the 
plan was excellent, and made full provisions for cars. 
The counter again could be easily managed and the cus- 
tomers would be well sheltered from the sun.

A PARKWAY POLICE HEADQUARTERS 


CLASS B PROBLEM I 


A Parkway Commission, in charge of building a new 
state landscaped traffic artery through a beautiful country- 
side, desires a competitive design for a group of build- 
ings for the Headquarters of their Parkway Police. A 
rectangular site 200 x 300 feet has been selected on the 
south side of a section of the highway running east and 
west, the long dimension of the plot being parallel to the 
road. 
The requirements for the group are: 

1. Lobby: adjacent to highway to serve as combined 
anteroom and office, with desk space for one clerk 
and 10 file cases, and with unobstructed view of as 
much of the parkway as possible. The lobby serves 
the living quarters and the Captain’s office. 

2. Captain’s Office—large enough for desk, two visi- 
tors’ chairs, two filing cases, one closet. 

3. Radio Control Room. 

4, Lounge—to accommodate billiard table, and 15 
persons. 

5. Mess Hall—large enough to accommodate 15 per- 
sons.

REPORT OF THE JURY 


The Jury felt that there were a number of specific con- 
ditions essential to any successful solution of this prob- 
lem. As clearly stated in the program, the lobby had to 
have unobstructed view of the parkway. Ease of entrance 
to and exit from the garage and parking space with no 
congestion of traffic was important. The location of 
lounge and mess to afford a reasonable degree of 
privacy and a pleasant outlook was desirable, as also 
placing all sleeping quarters not only where they could 
get the breeze but also be fairly quiet and away from 
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Kitchen—storage, etc. 
Dormitory for 12 policemen. 
Shower and toilets.

10. Garage to accommodate 12 cars. 

11. Small workshop alcove off garage. 

No portion of the building shall be nearer than 75 
feet of the center line of the highway, whose right 
of way is 50 feet wide. 


The character of the building shall be entirely the 
choice of the competitor, but the Commission prefers the 
use, in part at least, of the stone indigenous to the neigh- 
borhood. The grades are level; a main view opens to- 
wards the southeast and prevailing breezes in summer 
come from the southwest. No restriction as to number 
of storeys is set by the Commission, but there shall be a 
covered connection to the garage, if it should be sepa- 
rated from the main building.

The general standard of excellence in the design sub- 
mitted for this problem was high. A Parkway Commis- 
sion holding this competition would have acquired 
enough good material to furnish many miles of walls 
with a pleasing variety of buildings. It is unfortunate 
that space does not permit the publication of more of the 
eleven First Mention drawings, many of which were of 
special merit. The two designs awarded First Mention 
Placed, however, stood out above all the others. Both 
combined all the points mentioned above with great 
simplicity, directness, and unusually interesting eleva- 
tions. M. Koski’s handling of unusual shapes, always 
difficult to do convincingly, is most successful. R. S. 
McMullin’s plan captivated the jury by its device of 
effectively separating the parkway side of the building 
from the living side by one powerful straight line. The 
resulting plan works beautifully in every respect and 


composes charmingly. 

The First Mention of R. A. Ibarguen, University of 
Pennsylvania, is strikingly presented and in itself is a 
competent and direct solution. It lacked the imagination 
shown in the placed designs and had several practical 
) details to which the jury objected. The long dormitory

In 
this connection, it may be once more emphasized that 
clarity is much more to be desired than elaborate ren- | 
dering, particularly the attempt to cover most of a sheet 
of white paper with washes. 

The design of F. Gardner, Kansas State College, made 
a great feature of the lobby. It was felt that the captain’s 
chambers were not sufficiently secluded and that the 
elevation, while logical and well composed, lacked 
charm. 

H. Van Buren, Georgia School of Technology, pre- 
sented a plan of varied and interesting shapes, which, 
however, in comparison with Mr. Koski’s plan, do not 
compose really well and are not entirely convincing. 
Nonetheless, the plan is simple and very workable, and 
the elevation has considerable merit. ;

Entire freedom is given for the esthetic expression of 
that float in which architectonic elements as well as 
human figures (musicians, dancers or divers) should 
contribute. 

The illumination of the float may be obtained by flood- 
lighting from the shore or by lighting from the float it- 
self. In any case the public area should be shielded 
from the direct sight of any glaring source of light. The 
selection of colors and their values is an important 
factor. 

The dimensions of the float itself will not exceed 50 
feet by 25 feet, but decorative elements may exceed these 
dimensions. The space below the deck will be used for 
necessary services.
